5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to me examiner. The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient If the general nature 
or thrust of the pnncipal arguments made to the examiner can be understood In the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to 
emphasize and fully descnbe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner
